Will Join With Great Britain and the United States in 
Celebration of One Hundred Years of Peace 


Between English 


Speaking Nations 


Ottawa. —Canada has taken steps 
to join with Great Britain and the 
United States in joining two years 
from now in the proposed celebra- 
tion of the hundred years of peace 
between the two great branches of 
the English-speaking people. 

The decision to do so was reached 
at probably the most representative 
gathering ever held in Ottawa. Un- 
der the presidency of Sir Edmund 
Walker. statesmen, leaders in intel- 
lectua: thought, captains of industry 
and representative women gathered 
fogeth.* to arrange for Canada’s par- 
“cipation in the peace centennial. 

A representative committee was ap- 
pointcd to draw up the basis of the 
association which will be formed to 
arrange for Canada’s co operation and 
there is every prospect that it will 
be fully representative of every part 
of the Dominion, 

Sam Baker, M.P., of Hamilton, mov- 
ed thet Sir Edmund Walker take the 
chair, and this was carried, Sir Ed- 
mund made a statement as to the ob- 
ject of the gathering, explaining that 
a committee formed in the United 
States has been at work on the pro- 
ject for some time, and that consider- 
able correspondence had been carried 
on with that committee, Steps had 
also been taken In Great Britain for 
that purpose. It having become ne- 
cessary for some one to take the first 
step, a circular had been issued, in 
response to which the gathering of 
today had taken place. Sir Edmund 
added some observations as to the in- 
terest of the English-speaking world 
in the passage of the Treaty of Ghent, 
wiich had started this period of 
peace.

It is believed by the seven govern- 
ors and their colleagues, that it has 
been because Canada adopted aggres- 
sive means of attracting settlers not 
only maintaining information bureaus 
at home, but in foreign countries, that 
she has succeeded in attracting an 
average of 11,000 farmers a month 
from the western states. 

It is estimated by customs officials 
that the exodus of these American 
farmers has resulied in a loss each 
month of $125,000,000, 

‘The wes.ern states will also de- 
viee a means to attract settlers in 
anticipation of the great development 
to come with the opening of the Pan- 
ama canal. The canal also is ex- 
pected to open a new channe! through 
which immigration from Europe may 


flow into the western states, It is 
estimated that the cost of landing 
foreigners from Europe on _ Pacific 


coast soil aiter the completion of the 
canal will be about $10 per capita 
greater than the present cost of land- 
ing them tn New York. 

The feeling here is that Canada 
has been right, and that she has 
waged a fair and sauare fight for 
immigration, and that she has been 
successful to the detriment of west- 
ern states.

PERILS OF THE CONGO 


MR. AND MRS. HARRIS TELL OF 


LIFE IN BLACK AFRICA, 


Canadian Missionary and His Wife 


Whose Evidence Led t> the Re- 
forms of the Rubber Atrocities 
Have Passed Through Thrilling 


Adventures In Pestilential Marshes 
and Tropical Forests. 


Recently there arrived back in Lon- 
dou a Canedian lady and gentleman 
who, as they sit together in an oflice 
in the Vauxhall Bridge Road, within 
eound of electric tramcars and the 
tooung of motor-horns and all the 
noise of modern civilization, have re- 
cent memories of tropical forests sil- 
ent as death except for the cries of 
wild beasts, and of great journeys 
through pestilential swamps, and of 
adventures among black races to 
whom a white woman was marvellous. 

These two people are Rev. Jobn H. 
Harris and Mrs. Harris, both natives 
of Ontario, and some days ago they 
told some of their adventures to a 
London paper. 

Both of them are well known to all 
those people who helped to overturn 
the hideaus regime of King Leopold 
in the Congo. It was purely upon 
their evidence as missionaries and as 
eye-witnesses of the atrocious brutali- 
ties of the old Belgian administration 
that the Congo Reform Society based 
its great indictment, which triumphed 
at last over all the enemies of truth 
and humanity. Now for a year this 
man and wite, comrades in courage 
and suffering and peril, have been 
visiting the Congo again to investigate 
the conditions of the natives in the 
rubber countries under the new a- 
ministration, and to go beyond the 
limit of those territories in a ¢>neral 
exploration of the conditions of life 
and labor among the natives of 
Southern Nigeria and other parts of 
Central Africa. 

The tribes in the territories explored 
by Mr. and Mrs. Harris inctude the 
Aruwimi peoples, famous for their 
hostility to Stanley’s expedition; the 
Bangalas, who sufiered from the atro- 
cious cruelties of Lacroix and Arnold; 
the warlike Budjas, oppressed by the 
iron hand of the Lothaire’s adminis- 
tration; and the Mongos, decimated 
by the Abir. They also made a tour 
of a wide area in the Kasai territory, 
where in many districts the natives 
are in revolt against the present sys- 
tem of taxation and labor. 

Mr. Harris has already published 
several reports on his investigations. 
He gladly admits that under the new 
regime atrocities appear to have ceas- 
ed. In territories where King Leo- 
pold’s agents formerly ruled by or- 
ganized torture the natives have new 
hope and a chance for ordinary liu- 
man life. Nevertheless, there are still 
many abuses which call for remedy 


pee Tew

yresses heavily upon people who find 
it difficult to provide the number of 
franes demanded by the officials. Yet 
anything is better than the old tribute 
of rubber, the very memory of which 
still has a terror for the native mind. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harris traveled for 
the greater part of their long jour- 
neya on foot, with a body of native 
carriers with their stores and bag- 
gage. They suffered many hardships, 
and the long marches were a severe 
test for a lady's courage. For days 
on end they tramped their way 
through the tropical undergrowth of 
great forests, where the high trees 
shut out the light of the sun, and at 
night they would pitch their camp and 
sleep in a little tent, in these soli- 
tudes. Mr. Harris, tired out, would 
sleep soundly, but Mrs. Harris, with 
more highly-strung nerves, would of- 
ten lie awake listening to the strange 
sounds that came from the dark forest. 

“I used to hear,” she said, ‘the 
cries of birds, which sounded like 
wild shrieks, or with harsh and hor- 
rible notes. Then there would be the 
‘bellowing of a hippopotamus, and 
sometimes the fierce voice of a leo- 
poco The natives were afraid of 
eopards, and many a time at night 
they would abandon their posts of duty 
round the tet and steal away, be- 
cause they believed they heard the 
approach of one of these beasts, leav- 
ing the open tent unguarded. 

On one march in the Bangala dis- 
trict the husband and wife had to 
walk across miles of marsh-land, so 
bogyy that they sank up to the knees, 
A frightful smell rose from the rotten 
vegetation and foul water, which 
splashed them up to the neck, wet- 
ting them to the skin. “It was just 
like walking over a prodigious 
sponge,” said Mr. Harris. Wet con- 
tinually, they tramped for eight days 
at the rate of 20 miles a day, and one 
day, when they had been walking 
from 7 in the morning until 8 at night 
in search of a village which they had 
been told existed on a tributary of 
the Bangala river, they were lashed 
by a terrific tornado, Shivering and 
soaked they arrived at the spot where 
they hoped to get shelter and refresh- 
ment to find that the village no long- 
er existed. They were without water 
and food for the carriers, they were 
exhausted by their long journey, they 
had been cut and pricked in the bush, 
and now, when they realized that they 
would have to push on further, some 
of the tall fellows, who were strong 
men and brave men, broke down and 
wept.

The natives inhabiting the country 
near the source of the Niger believe 
that a devil lives in the rock from 
whence the river springs. They are 
very superstitious and greatly fear 
this devil, who is supposed to kill any 
person who dares to look at the 
source. Whenever the natives are 
showing a stranger the spot they cover 
up their faces and walk backward in 
the direction of the spring, pointing 
toward it with outstretched hand be- 
hind the back. ;

A PORCUPINE HERO. 


Ths Act That Won Edward Bell His 
Albert Medal. 

A London despatch reada;: 
| King has approved of the Albert me- 
dal of the second-class being conterred 
‘upon Edward Bell 
Copper Co. for gallantry in con. action 
with the disastrous fire in South 
Porcupine.” 

Just as many of the records of the 
possessors of the Victoria Crosa oc- 
cupy in the official records 
few lines of space, so doca this bald 
announcement of a richly-deserved 
honor fail to bring before the reader 
any conception of the scene where 
Edward Bell proved his manhood, says 
Ben Hughes in Toronto Globe. It is 
strange that, when so many apocry- 
phal dramas of narrow escape were 
recorded during the horrible fire at 
Porcupine last July, nothing was said 
of the escape of the little knot of 
people round Mr. H. C. Meek’s house 
at the Dome. 

It is a matter of record now hew 
from one end of northern Ontario to 
the other the people had to flee for 
their lives and equally a matter of 
knosledge how brave men refused to 
own that they were beaten, and so 
endangered and in many cases lost 
their lives. At the Dome the week 
before the fateful July 1 they had 
had a touch fight with fire and had 
dug a reservoir in the centre of the 
property to supply water for the pipes 
that had been laid from one end of 
the property to the other. When 
therefore the fire leaped down on the 
Dome from the bush that hot after- 
noon Mr. Meek and everyone else 
thought they were well prepared to 
meet it, and he and his staff fought 
it till the last gasp. He remained so 
long, in fact, that he did not arrive 
back at his own house, where his wife, 
his wife's mother, Mrs. Paddock, and 
his two children were, before the 
flames had leaped clear over the in- 
tervening space which had been clear- 
ed and set his house on fire. With 
him were F. Battersby, D. G. Bissett, 
L. H. Solman and a man named Coop- 
er, all of the Dome staff. 

The fire raged around them, cutting 
off every chance of escape and for 
what seemed eternities they huddled 
on the little grass plot near the rain- 
barrels. When all appeared to be 
over, Mr. Meek says that he can just 
remember seeing a face appear out of 
the smoke and a minute afterwards 
he felt a splash of water on his face. 
It was Edward Bell, who was ladling 
water out of the barrels with his old, 
soft felt hat. Then he lost conscious- 
ness. He learned from Bell afterwards, 
though the foreman carpenter of the 
Dome does not talk much about the 
incident, that when he arrived Mrs. 
Meek’s skirt and foot were on fire, 
and that he first applied himself to 
putting it out. Then, coolly and 
calmly, while the fire swept all living 
organisms out of existence all around 
him and the hot air scorched the 
lungs, he continued to dip into, the

counsel learned in the law, Lacking | 
something perhaps of the patient in- 
dustry and talent for analysis which 
distinguished his predecessor, the late 
Judge Killam, he brought to the work 
of the commission much of the spirit 
which animated the latter during his 
brief service and supplemented this} 
with a boldness and originality peeu- 
liarly his own, He thoroughly grasped 
the underlying purpose of the railway 
act, namely, the establishment of a 
sympathetic tribunal to adjudicate the 
grievances of the plain people and 
the municipalities against the great 
publie utility corporations, 

While Judge Mabee, on the bench, 
brushed aside technicalities and stood 
in tittle awe of precedents, he was 
laborious and exact in all his investi- 
gations and many of his written opin- 
ions will long remain as Inonumentsa 
to his industry. His great faculty, 
however, was his immediate instine- 
tive sense of right and justice. He 
was to some extent handicapped by 
the failure of Parliament to establish 
standards and principles for the guid- 
ance of the commission and was often 
compelled to limit his judgments by 
the somewhat arbitrary rates and clas- 
sifications so elaborately built up by 
the railways of this continent and 
sanctioned by the United States Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, a body 
also handicapped by the timidity of 
the national legislature, On the other 
hand, in certain cases, notably in 
the case of the Toronto viaduct, he | 
entered decrees, knowing them to the 
ultra vires of the Railway Act, being 
confident that Parliament would ratify 
the same by curative legislation. 

One of his last decisions was that 
rendered at Ottawa on April 16, which 
placed upon the railway companies 
the onus of justifying higher freight 
rates in the west than those prevailing 
in the east of Canada. 

He last sat in the commission at 
the hearings in Toronto on April 29. 
He presided with his usual force and 
ability, holding counsel well in hand 
and expediting the business before 
him. One matter which came up was 
an application from a citizen in Lo- 
cust Hill, who had several complaints 
to make about the railway company. 

“This man,” said an official, ‘has 
written about twenty letters making 
all sorts of complaints.” 

“Oh well,”’ said the chairman smil- 
ingly,, ‘he is evidently an Lrishman 


letters he wants to.” 

It will be hard to replace Judge 
Mabee. When Judge Killam died 
many felt that the Government had a 
hard task before it in choosing hia 
successor, but the Laurier Government 
measured up to the task superbly 
when it selected the late chairman. 

There will be no division of senti- 
ment throughout the country. He 
was a big man in every sense of the 
word, brave, able, and publie-spirit- | 
ed. He adorned the bench and shed 
lustre upon the Railway Commission.

Hatching tish by artificial means to 
stock the waters of Canada is engag- 
ed in on a large scale by the Domin- 
ion Government, In 1909 the Domin- 
ion fish hatcheries planted no fewer 
than 1,024.282,000 fry in various waters 
theougheut the country. In 1900 only 
271,996.009 fry were plented by the 
Government fish hatcheries. The 
number of hatcheries has increased 
from 12 to 37, Of the 37 hatcheries 
now in. operation, British Columbia 
and Quebee have eight cach, Nova 
Seotie, New Brunswick and Ontario 
five each, and Manitoba and Prince 
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ARE WATCHING TICKS, 


British Columbia tnsect ts Under 
Caretul Expert Scrutiny, 

In reference to the reported state. 
ment of J. W. Cockle of Kaslo, BC., 
to the effect that the woodticks which 
abound in British Columbia earry 
germs which cause spinal meningitis 
and beri-beri, and that the bite of 
these insects is sometimes fatal, which 
statement has caused considerable 
alaria in British Columbia, Dr. C, 
Gordon Hewitt, Dominion entomolog- 
ist, states; 

“While T do not know what state- 
ment Mr. Cockle made, I can most 
emphatically state that the woodticks 
have not been shown to have any rela- 
tion to either spinal meningitis or the 
tropical disease of beri-beri. The real 
facts are as follows: For some time 
the division of entomology has been 
eee the distribution and 
1abits of the Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever tick, Mr. Cockle has kindly sent, 
at my request, specimens of woodticks 
which I have identified as this spe- 
cies. Specimens of the same species 
have also been sent to me from other 
districts in British Columbia, 

“This tick has been shown to be 
the carrier of the organism cr germ 
which causes the disease known as 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, pre- 
valent in certain regions qf Montana 
and Idaho, from 5 to 70 per cent. of 
the cases proving fatal, according to 
the locality. 

“So far as I have been able to dis- 
cover, no certain case of this disease 
7 been reported in Canada, but the 
pussibility of its introduction or dis- 
covery at any time made it desirable 
that the distribution and habits of 
this germ-bearing tick should be in- 
vestigated, and such an investigation 
is now being carried on. 

“Tam anxious to have reports from 
any medical men of cases of diseases 
which they suspect of being traceable 
to the bites of ticks, and also speci-— 
mens of woodticks, under which term 
several species are included.”

TO DETECT ICEBERGS. 


Prof. Barnes of McGill Has Invente 
a Device. 

| In the realms of experimental phy- 
sics Canada has produced some great 
men, On it, too, lustre has been shed 
by other brilliant meu who have come 
and gone like birds of passage—men 
| who, coming to Canada practically un- 
known, have found here the inspira. 
‘tion and the méans which have laid 
‘firm and solid the foundations of 
great careers, 

Just now the attention of the world 
of experimentak physics is focused 
upon one who is essentially Canadian 
in upbringing, i tradition, in educa- 
tion, and also in the particular direc. 
tion in which his genius is manifest- 
ing itself. 

This man is Prof. Howard T. 
Barnes, D.Sc., F.R.S.C., the Director 
of the Physical Laboratories and the 
Macdonald Professor of Physics at 
McGill University. 

Canada knows something about ice, 
and it seems peculiarly fitting that it 
should have produced a fnan who is 
now the greatest authority on ice 
that the world possesses. That, IL 
think I can say, is the title that is 
‘generally conceded by the greatest 
scientific authorities to Prof. Barnes, 

During the past few years Prof. 
Barnes has been devoting the best 
energies of his mind to experiments 
the express object of which has been 
| to make impossible such a disaster at 
sea as that which occurred to the 
Titanic. He now has in his labora- 
tory, as the concrete result of those 
‘experiments, an instrument, which he 
declares, and which his brother-scien- 
tists believe, should for all time pre- 
vent a repetition of such an accident. 

This instrument he calls a micro- 
| thermometer. It is, in fact, a ther- 
mometer of superlative sensitiveness, 
which, he declares, will infallibly de- 
tect an iceberg at a distance of not 
les# than two miles on the windward 
side of it and seven miles on tha lee- 
ward side. / 

Prof. Barnes’ device is an adapta- 
tion of the electrical resistance ther- 
mometer—so sensitive that it will re- 
cord a variation of one-thousandth of 
a degree. This thermometer is de- 
signed to be permanently attached to 
the ship under the water, and by 
means of wires leading from it to the 
chart room to make a continuous re- 
cord in the chart room of the water 
temperature. So striking is this re- 
cord that, whereas on an ordinary 
thermometer a single degree is usually 
tepresented by only one-eighth of an 
inch, the new thermometer represents 
a single degree by an interval of two 
feet.

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‘GANADIANS IN AVIATION 


THE DOMINION HAS PRODUCED 
ENTHUSIASTIC BIRDMEN, 


An Anglican Clergyman, Whose Name 
Has Been Forgotten But Who 
Lived at Three Rivers, Was One 
of the Pioneers In Aerial Experi- 
ments Back In 1840—Perron’s Re- 
searches—Dr. Bell's Work. 


Many years before the venerable 
Trowbridge had given to the world 
his "“Daris: Green and his Flying 
Machine,” actual experiments, which 
had anticipated those set forth in 
this poem hrd been carried out in 
the particular field of gliding aero- 
technics at Three Rivers, Que., by an 
Anglican clergyman, whose name is, 
unfortunately shrouded in mystery, 
and the exact date of his experiments 
is also unknown, although it has been 
determined that they took place some- 
time between 1835 and 1845. 

This clergyman commenced _ his 
work by studyin the fligh, of birds, 
and finally decided that it was well 
within the sphere of possibility, for 
man to successfully emulate the ex- 
ample of his feathered friends. 

Accordingly he commenced by mak- 
ing experiments with gliders and 
plane surfaces, and grthered an im- 
mense amount of valuable data 
which, unfortunately, has been lost. 
From verbal accounts of some of 
these experiments, it seems possible, 
that he discovered the method of 
building aerofoils, according to the 
system later laid down by Phillips, 
and which method has been. exten- 
sively introduced by the leading 
European manufacturers during the 
past year, 

After having 
model gliders, 


made numberless 
this clergyman con- 
structed a full sized glider, with 
which he succeeded in making a 
number |‘ flights. In the lost notes 
he stated, that after he had accom- 
plished his he felt certain that the 
air was destined to be navigated by 
heavier-than-air machines, and that 
it was not only possible, but highly 
probable before the close of the cen- 
tury. He stated also, that before 
anything could be done to accomplish. 
sthis much desired end, a motor suf- 
ficiently powerful and yet eufficiently 
light would be required, and in many 
w ys he forecasted the present day 
internal combustion motor. How 
truly his prophesies have come true, 
is familiar to everyone.

Expect Record Year. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway are 
prophesying that this will be Canada’s 
biggest year for immigration; 22,000 
immigrants will arrive in Canada from 
Europe during one week. 
16,000 will be handled by the C.P.R. 

“I should not be surprised this year 
to see immigration into Canada exceed 
400,000," said a C.P.R. passenger 
agent who has just returned from the 


west. 
“The C.P.R. returns, as well as 
those of other lines, show that the 


arrivals of newcomers from the Unit- 
ed States for the past four months is 
between 75 and 80 per cent, in excess 
of the corresponding period of last 
year. There is also a big movement 
from the British Isles. 

“To this may be added the fact that 
the western provinces were never be- 
fore in such good condition for plant- 
ing, and as a resuit an enormous in- 
crease in the acreage under cultivation 
is expected.”

| discontinue his efforts more from the 
necessity of an efficient motor which 
did not exist in his day. It is stated, 
however, that he was firmly convine- 
‘ed of the future of the aeroplane, and, 
like his cltrgyman predecessor, in the 
|eame field of endeavor, prophesied 
' that power driven air craft’ would be 
a common sight within fifty years, 
| No further effort of any importance 
to conquer the domain of the air was 
made in Canada until within the 
last ten years.

the aeroplane, a -ociety, which was 
known as the Am rican Aeronautical 
Association, was formed which had 
for its object aero-technical experi- 
mentation, The organizer of this 
society was Dr, Alexander Graham 
Bell, the inventor of the telephone.

|mer residence at Baddeck, Nova 
Scotia, Cape Breton, should have

trict (Roebourne) they had not the 
same trou . owing to the fact that 
the statior ad, as he put it. ebsorb- 
ed and utilized them. It had often 
been said that the whites had killed 
off the native game, and so forced the 
blacks to spear stock in order to pro- 
vide themselves with food. That was 
entirely wrong. There were more kan- 
garoos, emus, and other game about 


today than ever. He accounted for 
that by the fact that the blacks had 
t a large extent given up hunting, 


preferring the food they got at the sta- 
tions, and because the settlers had 
waged a war of extermination against 
dingoes, the natural enemy of the na- | 
tive game, The blacks were dying off 
in the northwest as in other parts, 
the decrease being most marked where 
goldfields had been opened up, dis- 
ease then becoming rife armong them. | 
Mr. Wittenoom said that it cost 
him « large amount of money to pro- | 
vide for the blacks on his properties. | 
On his main station he fed 48 blacks 
daily, old men, young men, gins, and 
children, and of that number on!y 
about ten were required to do any 
work. It was quite a mistake to sup- 
ose that a station-owner got cheap 
abor by utilizing the blacks. In or- | 
der to keep one good boy, a station- 
owner had to keep all his relatives | 
as well. They were not paid in mon- 
ey, because money would be of no use | 
to them. but they got all they required, 
and little luxuries they appreciated.
